WASHINGTON, February 27.—Mr. Waller Young 
of St. Joseph, Mo., who is here as attorney for 
pr. J. H. McLean in his contest against Col. 
proadhead for a seat in Congress, says he expects 
to have his testimony ready to put before the 
Committee on Elections as soon as they are 
through with three other cases they 
have on hand. He says, further, that 
de is going to show the rottenest 
state of things in St. Louis, so far as pollties are 
concerned, ever heard of ina municipality, and 
that he is going to seat his man. I may remark 
that the recent history of contests before Con- 
gress from St. Louls is somewhat interesting 
when the results are considered. They cost the 
Government a good deal of money, and have Kept 
the contestants in such hot water that 
they have not done much in the 
way of legislation. First eame the Frost- 


Metcalfe contest, which lasted through both ses- 
gious, and while Mr. Metealte lalled to get in, he 
was alowed several thousand dollars with which 
to pay expenses. Then followed the Frost-Ses- 
singhaus contest, wherein the latter was victo- 
rious, but got in just one day before the close of 
the session. This, however, was in time for him 
to step up to the disbursing cl: rk and draw 810, 000, 
the full salary for the whole term. Mr. 
Frost had also drawn a salary for two years, 
amounting in the aggregate to 10,00. Thus the 
district cost $20,000 in two years. The next con- 
rest was that or Dr. McLean against Col. Broad- 
head for the short term, or, to be more explicit, 
for the unexpired time of the late Hon. Thomas 
Allen’s term, be being elected irom the old Sec- 
ond District. In this contest Dr. McLean was 
successiul, holding his seat for a few 
weeks. He was greatly surprised when he went 
up to the clerk for what he supposed would be 
pay tor the time he had actually served, when the 
sum of $8,000 was given him. He was entitled to the 
whole salary from the time of Mr. Alien’s death 
put did not kuow it till the money was actually 
placed in nis hands. He told Mr. Clardy of Mis- 
sourl, who was his only advocate of all 
the Democratic Coniressmen from bis State, that 
de did not expect over $1,000, and when Clardy 
told thisto a well-knowa Missouri lobbyisighe 
smote his breast anasaid: “My God! why didn’t 
I know that?

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC GRANT. 

The Committee on Public Lands have yot- 
ed 7 to 4in favor of declaring forfeited all of 
the Northern Pacitic’s land grants that were 
not earned within the time specified in the 
act. The original act, passed in 1864, was 
amended in 1870 80 as to extend the time to 
July 4, 1879. At that time the grantee had 
completed but 531 of its 2,270 miles of road, 
and earned but a little over 12,000,000 of the 
48,715,040 acfes which the grant called for, 

But, as Congress tacitly consented to a 
further extension of the time by failing to 
declare the unearned part of the grant for- 
feited, the money to complete the road was 
raised on the faith of this implied continua- 
tion of the grant. It has been customary 
heretofore to accept all the road complet- 
ed before a deciaration of forfeiture as 
a satisfactory earning of a proportional part 
of the grant. To apply a different 
rule in this case would hardly be fair, even 
if it were certain that the courts would sus- 
tain it. Every acre of unearned land grant 
should be declared forfeited, but every wile 
of road completed before such declaration 
should be allowed its proportion of the grant. 

Some of the Oregon papers are denouncing 
the Northern Pacific for surrendering its 
vantage ground as a competiug road aud ac- 
cepting a subsidy from the C. P. monopoly. 
They say it should be punished for this with 
the loss of all its land grant that may be for- 
feitable by act of Congress. They say the 
road has shown that it will not keep faith 
with the public. It has gone into a pool and 
will not be more liberal with its land grant 
than without it. To deprive it of the 36,000,- 
000 acres appertaining to that part of its 
line completed since July 4, #879, will throw 
twice that amount of land into market at 
$2 50 per acre; whereas its retention of the 
said 36,000,000 feres means a withholding of 
as much more Government land from sale 
and settlement to enable the road to dispose 
of its land at a much higher price. 
These suggestions should be considered by 
Congress, but not as showing sufficient 
ground for the proposed deprivation. If 
the company will promptly pay for the sur- 
vey and take out patents for all the lands it 
has earned up to this time, its failure to com- 
plete the road within the specified time 
should be treated as a mere technicality. It 
is not necessary to take advantage of this 
land grant question to impose new con- 
ditions on that particular road in regard to 
pooling combinations. What is wanted in 
that connection is legisiation bringing the 
expressly reserved power of Congress to bear 
upon the oppressive extortions and dis- 
criminations of all the Pacitic roads. 


THE PRESS PIRATE LAW. 

The opposition to the biil for the suppres- 
sion of press pirates is rapidly disappearing 
as the merits of the case become generality 
known. It is nota bill to help the Associat- 
ed Press, nor to create news monopolies, nor 
to favor anybody. It is simply an attempt 
to sustain the richt of ownership in proper- 
ty bought and paid for. The laws protects 
ownership in novels, in books of all kinds, 
in inventions, in music, in designs, in plays, 
and in other forms of property whichis not 
less valuable because itis intangible. As it 
stands the law does not protect the news- 
paper in its literary property, only because 
it is impossible for a daily paper or newspa- 
per of any kind to comply with the existing 
copyright regulations. This is obviously a 
defect, and it is a defect which ought to be 
remedied. 

If an enterprising pirate in New York 
were to collect from the morning papers the 
choicest news and get out an edition at 6 or 
7 o'clock, every one would recognize the dis- 
honesty of the act. But the same act is 
committed on a smaller scale in every city. 
‘The press pirates do not sell their pirated 
news in the city where it is stolen. That 
would not pay them. But it does pay them 
to stereotype whole columns: of the news 
and sell the plates to the papers in country 
towns where the pirated news arrives in the 
same train with the papers that have been 
victimized. 

This is piracy, and this is the dishonest 
custom which honest newspapers are trying 
to break up. .

WOULD-BE BANDITS. 


What Does the White Squaw 
Want With Sohuylkill Jack?” 


Asked Johnny Kalor, a Ten-Year-Old 
School Boy, Addressing His Teacher, 
at the Same Time Placing His Right 
Hand on His Navy Revelver—A De- 
posed Commander. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, PA., February 29.— John Ka- 
lor.“ said Miss Emma Taylor, facing her pupil's in 
the Thaddeus Stevens Secopdary School at Seveu- 
teenth and Olivet streets to-day. In response to 
her simmons 4 10-year-old boy came slow'y from 
his desk, nodded to a 9-year-old confederate who 
whispered, remember your oath,” advanced up 
the centre aisle, faced his teacher and with his 
right band resting on his bip pocket coolly said, 
“What does the white squaw want with Fchuyl- 
kill Jack?” Had this pertinent inquiry deen 
made in Sioux it would not have astonished the 
teacher more than it did and the nine littie fel- 
lows who, with “Schuylkill Jack,” formed a se- 
cret oath-bound organization called the Pnila- 
deiphia Cowboys,” looked upon their captain 
with pride, 

*“Johany, I am told that you have a pistol,where 
is ik?” Capt. Schuylkill glanced around the room 
in search of the face of a coniederate Willing to 
support him, but their faces were buried 
in their books. Come with me, 
said Miss Taylor, moving toward 

the private room, and the boy followed her. Then

for, nad she and Miss Taylor sucteeaed in dis- 
arming the bola Capt. Sehuyikul,” who burst 
into tears when tne seven-chambered revolver 
was taken from him and his father. a baker at 
Corinthian avenue aud Brown street was sent for.

Ou Tuestay, in 
the cellar of the Armstrong family mansion, on 
Twentieth screet, a lew doors south of Brown 
street, Johnnie Kalor was elected to sneteed 
„Capt.“ Bedford, deposed. The cowboys who 
were present when Capt.“ Kalor took the oath 
aud title of “Schuylkill Jack“ were William Arm 
sirong, aged 12; Charles J. Briggs, aged 10; Percy 
Bally, aged 11, aud John y Boyle, 

Kalor was one the most ed 
“cowboys.” His hero was Jesse James, du he 
adinitied that Mr. James paid too much altention 
wo train roDving aod borse stealing and not 
enough to killing tribes of Indians and rescuing 
Capiives.

“WITH these wooden shoes, and one pair of 
woolen socks on my feet keep delightfully warm 
in the very coldest weather,“ the driver sald, and 
such a thing as profuse perspiration, which re- 
sults from wearing “‘arctics,’’ never bothers me at 
all, No, there ain’t many of the drivers that 
wear them, because the ain't stylish, but give 
me comtort beiore style when the therinome- 
ter gets duwn towards zero, and the black flag is 
flying from the Court House dome.“ 


I HESITATED the other day before accepting an 
invitation to climb to the topof the Custom House 
dome because, knowi ng that the wind was from 
the Northwest, I foresaw that the limit of obser- 
vation promised to be a very contracted one. 
After I reached the aizzy height I came to the 
conelasion that the sight of the great city’s 
thousands of chimueys belching forth volumes of 
smoke is really more impressive and memorable 
than that afforded on a day when an easterly gale 
ives a clear view of ihe business part of the ciiy, 
he river, and a long stretch of Illinois bottom 
lands und bluffs beyond. 


On the day in question the city’s fires were 
booming and the smoke effects were peculiarly 
grand. It was a sort of bird’s eye view of the in” 
fernal regions wnich met the gaze. Six blocks 
off in all directions a dense and apparently 
motivnless veil of dark grey smoke more than 
half concealed the near back-ground and complet- 
ed shut from view the distance. Within the circle 
rushed forth volume after volume of evergized 
s00l—a coutinucus supply f atmospheric adulter- 
ation so exteusive aud continuous that it seemed 
impossibie that the air below could be a habitable 
element; and whei I considered that the chim- 
veys in sight were but an iusicuificant fraction of 
the whole, I could not help admiring the dexterity 
of the Health Office statistician who continues to 
prove couclusjvely that St. Louis is the healthiest 
city in tue land, 


IN the matter of Custom Houses St. Louis far 
surpasses her Nortnern rivaj, whose federal 
building cannot compare with ours for beauty of 
architecture or sulidity of construction. The Chi- 
cago structure, being too beavy for the light, 
springy soll li stands on, is sinking rapidly, as is 
evidenced by the displacement of important stones 
in several of the arches, and there is every proba- 


bility that, while the St. Louis Custom House still 
stands firm upon its Limestone foundation, the 
other one will be lost to view somewherein the 
old black Quagmire upon which ithe wicked ob- 
tainer of Demvucraiic Conveutions is situ ited.
